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Reasons for allowance 

1 . This communication is in response to applicant's 6/1 6/2008 appeal brief in the application 
of Dany Sylvain for the 'Adaptive dialing" filed 04/14/2004. Applicant's argument and remark 
with regard to the rejection under 35 USC 103 are persuasive. The Declaration under 37 
CFR.1.131 filed 10/30/2007 in support of the Applicant's statement in support against the cited 
prior art has been recorded. Furthermore, exhibit A (Invention Disclosure) in supporting the 
declaration of prior invention in the legal department of Nortel networks to overcome a cited 
reference pursuant to 37 CFR. 1.131. 

2. Claims 1-36 are allowable. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instant 
application is deemed to be directed to a no obvious improvement over the prior art of record. 
The improvement comprises comprising: a) at least one communication interface providing 
network connectivity to at least one communication network; and b) a control system associated 
with the at least one communication interface and adapted to: i) determine a terminating address 
for a terminating party based on current network connectivity to the at least one communication 
network; and ii) initiate communications with the terminating party using the terminating 
address, as specifically recited in the claims. The instant invention, in combination with the 
other claimed features, improves upon the Prior Art by providing a method and system for

providing a telephony terminal capable of selecting an appropriate address for initiating a call to 
a terminating party based on the network supporting the telephony terminal.
